back to normal. 


Small wounds or cuts— the daily 


fate of the strenuous child — may also 
be- dealt with at home with reason- 
able safety, provided the mother is 
adept at antisepsis and guards against 
the dangers of neglect. 


Indeed, we all know that the par- 


ent's sensible judgment, plus experi- 
ence, plus knowledge of the child's 
predisposition to certain general ail- 
inents must frequently answer in lieu 
of the physician. 


Symptoms of Serious Ills 


However, it does not hurt to remind 


ourselves that there must be a limit 
to the. safety zone; that serious and 
expensive illness can often be mini- 
mizied by early professional attention; 
or that a major disease diagnosed in 
its early stages before it has made 
dangerous way, loses much of its pow- 
er. 


How, then, is the mother ot know 


when to send for the doctor? A few 
suggestions may help. 


First of all, fever. One cannot tell 


by feeling head or hands, so a clinical 
thermometer should be part of the 
first-aid equipment. Don't be afraid 
of it. It is easy to read and inexpen- 
sive to buy. True, the fever may be

It is true that the theater's box of- 


fice, moved nearer to the street a few 
years ago, now covers the prints of 
Wallace Beery, Jackie Cooper, and 
the late Marie Dressier. 


Unusual "Inscriptions" 


All the blocks are inscribed to Sid 


Grauman. small, shock-haired, mildly 
eccentric manager of the theater, 
which is still called Grauman's Chi- 
nese because he was the original own- 
er. He originated the hancl-and-foot- 
print idea. 


Lately, some innovations have been 


introduced into the memento-making. 
On Al Jolson's block recently were 
imprinted the famous mammy-song 
knees; he rolled up his trousers and 


knelt in the soft cement. 


Bing Crosby has inscribed with a 


stylus the first few bars of his "Blue 
of the Night" theme song. Joe E. 
Brown got right down and bit the 
concrete after being assured that M. 
Klossner's "seven secret chemicals" 
weren't injurious.

Hives or headache, if 
chronic, may be caused by the same 
things. Such tilings are usually be- 
yond home guess-work. 


Local infections such as bad tonsils, 


or adenoids will undermine health. 
At any rate, advice should be wel- 
comed. 


All severe cuts, burns, scalds, dog- 


bites, and of course sprains, should 
have quick and professional attention. 


Ear ache or inflamed eyes, well, they 


speak for themselves. I should not 
take a chance on either. 


This is hoping that none of these 


things will happen, and that most of 
you, dear mothers, will never need a 
doctor in the house. But a penny sav- 
ed is apenny earned. And a disease 
caught early is not only dollars, but 
perhaps life itself, saved.

damn fool. He must be a chaser of 
wild geese as well as wild ducks." 


Sherwood, who stands six feet four, 


is a Harvard man and Broadway's 
tallest playwright.

In his journalistic days Sherwood 


wrote screen1 reviews for Vanity Fair 
and also for Life. While employed by 
Vanity Fair one of his co-workers, 
Dorothy Parker, was dismissed after 
her frank critical opinion angered a 
Broadway manager.

One would seek to raise the $GOO,- 


000,000 estimated as needed by increas- 
ing present corporation income taxes 
5 ^>cr cent and subjecting all dividends 
to the normal income tax of four per 
cent. 


The other would retain the present 


corporate tax structure and superim- 
pose a surtax on undistributed profits, 
as a compromise between the present 
and proposed plans. 


"I have been patiently studying the 


bill and listening to testimony at the 
hearings and I have reached the con- 
clusion that the president has over- 
estimated the extent of withholding of 
an unreasonable amount of earnings," 
Couzens said. "While I am in sym- 
pathy with getting at those fellows 
who unreasonably withhold earnings 
for tax avoidance purposes, I am un- 
willing to penalize other companies. 


"I was impressed by the figures that 


97 per cent of the corporations of the 
country have 250 employes or less, and 
employ 48 per cent of all people in in- 
dustry. So I think it is absurd to pun- 
ish 97 per cent of the corporations, em- 
ploying 48 per cent of the people, to 
get at some isolated cases. 


Another weakness of the bill is that 


scores of rich companies would pay 
no taxes or less taxes than they now 
pay. 
There doesn't seem to be any 


sound reason for upsetting the whole 
tax structure. 


"I have no explicit substitute plan, 


but I believe that a large number of 
the committee ure in favor of cutting 
out all of the bill relating to the un- 
distributed corporate earnings tax and 
writing a new bill in that respect. 


"One plan that is being discussed is 


to raise existing corporation income 
taxes to a flat 20 per cent rate, make 
dividends subject to the normal tax 
of 4 per cent, or possibly an increase 
to 6 per cent. The claim is made that 
this plan would raise $600,000,000."

Tree Top Hard, Evan^- 


gelist Warns 


In spite of impending rain, Dr. Clyde 


Lee Fife drew another big house Fri- 
day night when he preached the top 
colorful sermon of his entire stay 
here, using for his text "And Cain 
went out from the presence of Je- 
hovah and dwelt in the Land of Nod 
on the east of Eden." Gen. 4;16. 


"If some men would pay more at- 


tention to their own wive* and less to 
sorrte other man's wife, there wouldn't 
be so much hell raised around the 
kitchen, and homes would be a lot 
better and happier," said Dr. Fife in 
beginning his sermon on "Where Did 
Cain Get That Woman?' 


"It is a significant fact that the first 


man born of woman killed his brother 
in cold blood. Envy is a gren-eyed 
monster which slays the fairest soul 
into which 
it ever entered unless 


quickly cast out. It ruined the heart 
of this fine little farmer boy who be- 
came the murderer of his own dear 
brother 


And in the evening God walked, 


God always walks. He walks in busi- 
ness reverses, in care of sick children, 
in the death of those near and dear. 
Oh, doir't you ever doubt it, God 
walks. And when He calls you in on 
the carpet like he did old Cain, broth- 
er, you had better talk because He 
knows the whole thing anyhow. 


"But why any one should ever have 


started this fool question about Cain's 
wife is more than I can tell. It was 
gotten up by infidels to confuse and 
throw dust into the air. What differ- 
ence is it who Cain's wife is? 


"There isn't one man out of a do/ten 


here tonight who could tell on a bet 
the maiden name of his wife's moth- 
er or grand mother. He never even 
cared. All he wanted was the gal and 
since he has her and a house full of 
little children, he is worrying his head 
off about where to get little shoes, 
more dresses, hats and large amounts 
of bacon and beans. He has lost all 
interest in any woman's family tree. 
If he could shake this tree, he would- 
n't, because he doesn't 
know how 


many in the outfit were hung for 
stealing hosses on his side or her, 
either. So, never shake a family tree 
loo hard, brother. Yet you want to 
shake Cain's tree and his wife's tree. 


"To say 
that she 
was 
'Adam's 


daughter-in-law' or the 'first lady of 
the land' doesn't spell a thing. But 
to give a serious answer to this ques- 
tion is my purpose here tonight and 
draw a spiritual lesson for the bene- 
fit of all. 


"There were other people in that 


laud. Else why should Cain tell God: 
"Whose findeth me shall slay me?" 


"Cain's wife was not necessarily a 


relation. Many commentators on this 
text contend that she was his sister. 
But the God who made the first man 
could suspend the horrors of procrea- 
tion of those to closely akin. 


"But she was probably no relation 


: at all. Lamek, the 
9tlv 
generation 


from Adam, was 56 years old when 
Adam died. He could have married 
Noah's sisler—his xith great grand 
niece and reared a family of children 
by her. Cain could have married his 
ninth great grand niece and still have 
had two or three hundred years on 
his life before he would have attain- 
ed to the age of Methuselah who died 
al the age of 969 years. 


"Trouble and sin slow up a man's 


life. The five generations 
of Cain 


were probably not longer than Ihree 
generations of Seth or the godly line. 


"The name or street address of the 


woman Cain marrie'd is not given in 
the Bible for the following reasons: 
First. Suppose all the women of all 
lime had been put into the Bible. No 
one could buy or find anything in it 
for the names of women. That would 
have ended Bible reading forever. 
Men are interested always in women 
but women certainly are not interested 
as a rule in each other. "All women 
in the Bible are there for some mighty 
virtue or terrible sin, Cain's wife 
had neither. "Another reason is that 
a man in those days never menlion- 
ed in polile society the name of his 
wife or daughter. She was consider- 
ed no more than a dog or a beasl of 
burden and, lislen to me sister, when 
you roget your God you relegate your 
own self into that category. 


"Who was Cain's wife? I will tell 


you who she is. She is right here in 
Hope. She may be right here in this 
house tonight. She is the first of a 
long line of lillle helpless women to 
bear the sins and shame of a low 
down, godless husband who ought to 
have died when he was a baby. She 
bears his children and his name and 
looks little Enoch in the face and re- 
members lhal lhat little boy's father 
was everything a man should never 
be. Oh, God, I feel sorry for a wo- 
man like thai. If I should some lime 
ever have sixleen daughlers, I would 
rather every one of them would live 
and die the sweetest old maids God 
ever let live than lo marry one man 
like that." 


He will preach one of his finesl ser- 


mons Sunday night, as majiy from 
Texarkana and oul of town places are 
expected, although the service will lasl 
only one hour. Sunday is the big 
celebration in the revival for Mother's 
Day. 
"Bring your flowers and your

concrete proposals for dealing with the 
jobless on a permanent basis. As for 
the years to come, they seem content 
to fall back on the hope that some- 
thing will turn up. 


Depression Is Over, 


The trouble with such an altitude is 


that, Mr. Roosevelt pointed out some 
weeks ago in his Baltimore speech, 
something already has turned up with- 
out even pointing the way to salva- 
tion. 


Industrial activity has made long 


strides 
toward 
recovery. 
Some 


thoughtful economists are saying that 
so far as general indices are concern- 
ed, the depressiori is over. Yet the 
unemployment figures remain almost 
stationary. The facts have disproved 
one of the universal theories of these 
depression years—that if production 
could be restored to normal, the- un- 
employment problem would evaporate. 


It is not this serious situation, how- 


ever, or the remedy of it, that con- 
gress is debating. It is considering 
only what must be done at the mo- 
ment to keep people from starving— 
a pressing matter, it is true, but 
hardly comparable to the question of 
what should be done to keep starva- 
tion from becoming chronic. 


Neither party has produced more 


than sporadic suggestions about the 
future. Instead both sides talk of the 
past administrotion off relief, of the 
best method of spending what is to be 
spent during the next few months, of 
many things which can have little or 
no bearing on permanent policy. 


Precedent Says, "No" 


The truth is that even if either party 


could agree on a long-term program, 
political precedent would be against 
serious advocacy of it at the outset 
of a campaign. It is one of the bad 
breaks of national fortune that things 
should have cornel to their 
present 


state in an election year. 


Only a few alternatives seem pos- 


sible. One is to acknowledge that 
large-scale unemployment is inevita- 
ble, at least/ for years to come, and 
heavy federal appropriations there- 
fore inescapable. Another is to work 
out an allotment of the burden, re- 
turning most of it to states and mu- 
nicipalities. A] third is to undertake 
to spread employment by 
reviving 


some of the wage and hour regulations 
of NRA. 


The political opposition which would 


develop against 
any 
one of these 


courses 
unquestionably 
would 
be 


strong and persistent. No taxpayer 
wants to be told he must go on pay- 
ing for relief indefinitely, the states in 
general are dead] set against taking 
back the responsibility, and 
every 


mention of NRA or anything resem- 
bling it stirs loud echoes of dissent. 


So congress shadow-bores, making 


so great a stir over momentary aspects 
of the ease that the real issue is for- 
gotten. Some day, perhaps when this 
election is over, it must face the 
problem more squarely and take tho 
consequences.

They 
could best be classified as good, bad, 
awful, and terrible, and Tugwell has 
been getting blame for their defic- 
iencies. Resettlement killed nearly 
all those not yet in the construction 
stage and has been trying to improve 
the others.
